Continuing an effort to train women for war-vital jobs on 
the home front, the United States Signal Corps inspection agency will send a sec- 
ond contingent of 55 women "back to school" at Illinois Institute of Technology 
today (Monday, June 19). 

Civilian employees of the inspection agency, the women will 
study radio and radio engineering for six months at Illinois Tech. An initial 
group of 55 women began a similar training program on April 24. 

Illinois Tech is one of two schoois in the nation selected 
by the Signal Corps for this training. A similar program began on April 3 at 
Temple University in Philadelphia. 

Upon completion of their study at Illinois Tech the women 
will be qualified to serve as supervisors of inspection and testing of equipment 
at Signal Corps depots. They attend classes eight hours a day, six days a week, 
on Illinois Tech's west campus, 1951 West Madison Street. It was here that the 
Institute trained 4316 men for the Signal Corps during 1942 and 1943. This pro- 
gram ended in August, 1943. 

Supervisor of the women's training program is Dr. J. E. Hob- 
son, head of Iilinois Tech's electrical engineering department. He also directed 


the first Signal Corps program at the Institute.

FACING THE MODERN WORLD 


Commencement Address to be Given by Dr. George D. Birkhoff, professor of mathe- 
matics at Harvard University, before Illinois Institute of Technology's graduating 
class. Ceremonies are to be held at 4 p.m. at the Museum of Science and Industry 
Sunday, June 18, 1944. 


Perhaps never before have so many powerful forces impinged suddenly upon the human 
race as in recent decades. These are clearly associated with the technological 
advences made possible by modern scientific knowledge. But, despite the spectac- 
ular material progress, mankind does not seem to be much nezrer to any final happy 
goal then before. The young man or woman about to stert on the adventure of active 
life finds it increasingly difficult to secure e positive outlook by which to meet 
the materialistic onslaught. Let us then consider together certain ideas which 

are likely to be important in this connection, especially after the present period 
of national emergency shall have passed. 


At the beginning it is well to remember that the world has never been an easy place 
te grow up and develop in. Perhaps some day an effortless and painless Utopia may 
be attained. But up to now, there hes been no achievement of successful or noble 
personality except by the hard way of trizl and error, of long struggle and final 
accomplishment. In the last fifty years many sociel maladjustments have been cor- 
rected, and conditions of living have improved for the ordinary man. But the prob- 
lems and difficulties of the individual today do not seem to be less than they were 
thirty or forty years ago. For, in this modern age, it is ever whispered in our 
ears: "Whatever you want is yours, you have only to reach out and take." Yet this 
is an insidious, Circe-like illusion. If our very soul is not to be jeopardized, 
we must refuse to listen. This calls for strong character and fixity of purpose. 


What has helped you of the younger generation most so far is doubtless just what 
has helped others who have gone before you-~-the sustaining inspiration of parents 
and family, of classmates, of your teachers and advisors at Illinois Institute of 
Technology and elsewhere. With how much affection and gratitude [ look back upon 
my deys at Lewis Institute, with its fine staff of teachers and its great Director, 
George Noble Carman! You of the splendid Illinois Institute of Technology, which 
continues and expends so vigorously the treditions of both the Armour Institute of 
Technology and Lewis Institute, have felt similar inspiring and ennobling influ- 
ences, transposed to the higher key of the present day. 


But now you of the graduating class are about to sally forth on a career of your 
own. More than ever before, you need to have within you strong end independent 
springs of action to guide you through the difficult ad stirring deys ahead. What 
shall these springs of action be? This is the very difficult question which it is 
worthwhile to consider as frankly and constructively as possible. The suggestions 
which I will make by way of answer mey possess some especial relevancy because my 
background has been similar to yours, and to this there has been added a long and 
veried experience. 


Everything happening around us bespeaks the urgent need for us all of a proper com- 
prehension of our own country and its international relations, One essential fact

in this general situation was presented to me tersely and picturesquely many years 
ago by a friend then well along in yesrs, Colonel William Roscoe Livermore, a well- 
known army engineer, versed in military history. He said: "To me it is completely 
obvious that_the United St«tes is destined to be the Rome of the twentieth century!!! 
Whet he meant, of course, was thet there would come about an extreordinary develop- 
ment of matericl power in our land; end his prophecy hes been amply fulfilled up to 
the present time. Colonel Livermore wae not in the least nationalistic in his atti- 
tude. He wes merely reporting on what he saw clearly shesd as 2 trained historical 
observer. Perhaps if he were living today, he would concede that the great Soviet 
Union is likely to emerge es a second unit, compurable in magnitude and potency 
with the United States. 


Now, while all of us would egree as to the extreordinary industrial and technolog- 
ical development of the United States, my estimate of the significance of this 
deveiopment may differ somewnet from that ordinarily held in our country; after 
all, I have spent much time in Europe, in the Orient, and in Latin America, and 
have naturally been influenced thereby. In my opinion, many Americans fail to 
realize what appears to me to be a very importent fact, that fifty years ago the 
United Ststes was still an almost negligible factor in many of the most important 
intellectuel fields. For instance, in my om fields of mathematics and theoret- 
icél physics, we had done but little in this country, while Europe had a wondrous 
record of continuous achievement in these and other scientific directions, extend- 
ing over hundreds of years. In science, in art, in literature, Great Britain and 
the Continent had built an incomparable tradition which we were slow to take part 
in, being occupied in pioneering a new continent. 


Even as late as the beginning of the present world struggle it would have seemed 
more correct, to most Europeans at least, to compare the United States, in the 
domain of the highest things of the spirit, with Great Britain, or with France, 
or with Russia or Itely or Germany ings yideelie rather than with Europe as a4 
whole. Their venerable Europe had been the seat of Greece and Rome, of early 
Christianity, and of the Renaissance, and had led world civilization up to the 
beginning of the present century. For our om sake let us hope it may again be 
resplendent in the not too distant future! 


It is well for us of America never to forget this marvelous heritege of Western 
civilization which Europe has given us. ‘We must make it clear to the entire world 
that we eppreciate its inestimable value for the spirit of man. In proportion as 
we give ourselves over to more comfortable living, and fail to do our share to 
advance this cultural tradition to the loftier heights still to be achieved, the 
rest of the world will hold us to be unworthy possessors of the immense weelth and 
material power which we have garnered for ourselves. 


Perhaps then our extreordinary physical development indicates more than anything 
else that the Europeans who came to America were stimulated by its undreamed of 
resources and gave themselves over to developing and enjoying them, 


There are at least two possibilities of serious limitation and error in the Europ- 


ean point of view towards America which it is well to state explicitly. It must 
not be overlooked that our material strength has only been won at the cost of

immense constructive effort and infinite drudgery on our part; and that, on the 
spiritual side too, our contributions are becoming more and more of the first 
order of importance. A distinguished European mathematician said to me ebout 15 
yeers ago: "You in America are destined to produce the dollars and matericls. 

It will be for us in Europe to do the rest." He was badly mistaken as I tried to 
convince him, by pointing out Americyen achievements in mathematics during recent 
decades. Perhaps he was just the Ruropean counterpart of some Americans of lin- 
ited vision who have been inclined to regard Europe as a picturesque and histor- 
ically interesting continent to travel in but of no grest actual importance! 


A second erroneous belief that is to be found in Europe and elsewhere is that the 
physical advantages which we heve achieved in the United States are solely mater- 
ial in their nature. Good food for all, excellent buildings for schosls and homes, 
modern libreries and laboratories, adequete medical care, etc., these are not 
things of merely material importance, they possess tremendous spiritual value es 
well. My dear friend, the great Chinese schclar and philosopher, Dr. Hu Shih, once 
told this truth to his people, of whom many had been inclined to look upon American 
and Western civilization as primerily materialistic. 


Perhaps there has lurked beneath much foreign criticism of our American civiliza+ 
tion a latent feeling of envy. This is not hard to understand from the humen point 
of view, any more than is our ow tendency towards smugness of outlook. Let us 

all forget such petty feelings and labor together to make this world a better and 
more inspiring plece to live in! 


Thus we of America, and especially you of the younger generation, must cultivate 
a broad, intelligent and sympathetic understanding of the relation of the United 
States to other nations. We must do our utmost to become real citizens of the 
world, conscious of our responsibilities. Incidentelly, those of you who have 
meade seme progress in learning a foreign language, and who follow it up through 
reading and travel, will be in en especially advantageous position. We of the 
United States do not as yet compare favorably in this respect with educated Eur- 
opeans and Latin Americans, for instance. 


Now it is all too clear that we have « kind of world of reduced dimensions within 
our own national borders. This situation also calls for careful end eernest con- 
sideration. It is obvious that we are fer less homogeneous in our population than 
a country like England for example. On the other hand, we are less diversified 
then. Russia or India. It is the cttitude of practical wisdom and genuine humanity 
not to be obsessed by group prejudices, but to maintain 2a liberal point of view. 
The lack of = spirit of fair pley and "live end let live" in parts of Europe and 
in Japan has been « definite end important factor in bringing about the present 
world conflict. It is an imperative duty to continue in full vigor the standards 
of justice and objective consideration, as you have found them, for exemple, with- 
in the fair walls of Illinois Institute of Technology. Probsbly various Americen 
problems which appecr threatening today will later on reveel themselves as not so 
difficult after all, just because of processes of good will and generosity toward 
all set in motion while there was no certainty of a successful outcome. 


Today, then, more than ever before, breadth of international and national outlook 
is closely correlated with personal breadth and serviceability as a human being. 
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Also, along with this breadth, there is necessary the saving graces of good humor 
and common sense. Moreover we must be able to change our minds. A professor of 
mathematics in a Russian Artillery School used to say to his clesses some 25 years 
ego, "When I was young they told me that water was HO. Since then I have been told 
that water is really Ho0. But I don't like to think so even now." Most of us are 
a little like thet with our cherished opinions. 


As far as true success in a career is concerned, there are necessary of course the 
fundemental virtues of diligence, efficiency, loyalty end honesty---virtues to 
which all of us ere committed in our daily lives. However, humen experience shows 
thet, at long lest, most individuals do have difficult moments of exceptional morel 
trial, which cannot be foreseen in advance and yet egainst which one must somehow 
be armed. Fortunately we have had excellent scientific treining and are imbued 
with the scientific spirit. Hence we know how to think straight, without deluding 
ourselves, and that is a tremendous help in such emergencies. 


But there is enother source of strength which hes been borne in upon me by personel 
experience. As a boy of 12 years of age I began to be deeply interested in mathe- 
matics. This was not in the least because there wes money to be gained in a math- 
ematical career---quite the reverse! Nor did I particularly desire to teach. It 
wes merely thet I was attracted to mathematics] investigation, which has remained 
my dominant interest ever since. My conclusion from this personal experience and 
the observation of others is that the young man or women is indeed fortunate who 
has a strong liking for some particular field of effort, and follows it with ear- 
nestness and devotion, regardless of considerations of immediate advantage. Such 
& person is likely to go fer in the direction of his choice; whereas the individual 
who thinks he has found a short rozd to’ success, not involving a vital interest of 
his own, is likely to feil; or, if he succeeds, he frequently develops instability 
of one kind or snother. For, human beings crave and require sincere devotion to_ 
worthy ideals and loyslties of « congenial type in order to have « satisfectory, 
steady development. On this account an intensely desired goel is about as favor- 
able a determinative factor for the individual as cen be imagined. There is a 
fundamentel difference between the person who has a dominent directive purpose, 

and the person who lacks it. In fact, gaining such purpose brings about a kind of 
mental conversion, necessary. for our intellectual salvation! 


When we are thus adequately motivated in our actions, we are led, step by step, to 
increasingly deeper insights in ovr profession or wherever it mey be. The man or 
women who with high ideals thinks courageously and honestly about personal prob- 
lems, is enebled to solve them. The scientist working in his study or laboratory 
to «dvence his chosen science reaches an unexpected, unifying point of view. For 
example, the great English chemist Faraday, speculating about electro-magnetic 
phenomene, was led to believe in what he called the "conservation of force," now 
celled "the conservetion of energy." The characteristic progression is from common- 
sense intuition, to reasoned conclusions, and finally to faith. This three-fold 
progression is characteristic of development in all fields of endeavor, whether 
social, scientific or professionel. The faith so won may not be wholly true, but 
it is always the essence of what is important for the individual, that by which he 
can live end advance. 
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Thus my second main theme is that if you choose direction of effort on the solid 
ground of a natural interest, and pursue it with all of your strength, you may 
count upon measurably achieving your goal or even something beyond it. The prom- 
ise "Ask and it will be given mto you" is fulfilled in the immense world of mind 
and soul, if not alweys in the materislistic sense. 


Incidentally, it will be well worth your while to extend your understanding of 
this world of ideas and idesls in directions which you have not hitherto studied. 
Within « few weeks a noted English scientist end engineer said to me: "We in our 
country do not feel our education to be finished when we greduete. On the con- 
trary, we feel that afterward there are to be found the best opportunities for 
delving intc new fields, of art and literature for example, and we look forward 
to doing so with the greatest enticipation." 


This world of ideas and ideals is of more basic importence than the average worke- 
day person is likely to realize; it is truly written thet "man does not live by 
bread alone." We of America must give more than lip service to this unseen 
world if we are to be worthy of our destiny. There is the more danger of our 
falling short in this respect, individually and naticnelly, just because we have 
enjoyed the fruits of an extreordinerily material development. Probably we are 
the most prodigal and generous people on the globe---and yet, at the same time, 
we might be almost destitute of vitel faith in the things of highest importance 
for the human spirit. Let us be on our guard against a besetting national fail- 
ing in this direction. 


To convince doubters of the importance of this expanding, other-world of the 
spirit requires more then a few phrases. Perhaps it may serve to mention the 
field of pure mathematics, which is but a typical instance of other fields of 
thought. The mathematics discovered and used by the Babylonians, Egyptiens, 

end Greeks, wes substantial. We ere femiliear with the names of the Greek Pythag- 
ores, Archimedes, and Euclid. Ever since, there has been an extensive if irreg- 
ular advance in mathemetical knowledge. In the last fifty years the total amount 
of mathematical knowledge has certainly doubled, in quantity and depth. This ad- 
vence hes brought with it the discovery of chains of logical reasoning by which 
alone it is possible to understand and dominate Nature. The cheracter of all 
philosophic thought about the universe has been deeply influenced by this mathe- 
matical edvence; for the Universe, in its subjective end objective aspects, turns 
out to be methematical to an astonishing extent. Yet the mathematical phase forms 
only the first of the sequence of ascending levels of knowledge making up this 
world of ideas and ideals--~the mathematical, physicel, biological, psychological, 
and social levels! 


To summarize,’ then, we must strive for a broad and well~grounded international and 
national outlook. This will have favorable repercussions upon our own personal 
development. Secondly we need to have worthy and congenial goals and ambitions 
which take account of impondereble realities as well as of concrete fact. These 
will lead us to human service, to creative insight, and to vitelizing faith. 


All of this might be presented in the following way: As 2 counterbalancing influ- 
ence to the materialistic forces of present-dey technological civilization, a new 
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injunction has been laid upon mankind: to know and to understand ever more ° 

broadly and deeply---global affairs, national conditions in our variegated Amer- 
ican scene, the world of ideas and ideals, as well as the physical world around 

about. Only in this wey can men remain masters of their own destiny. 


Finally I would suggest thet the ultimate extent of personal accomplishment is 
likely to be measured by the unbounded quality of one's thought end effort. My 
whole effort his been directed to methematics1 investigetion, and I have hed a 
grand time doing so. Such as it has been, my best work has generally required a 
bit more than seemed svailable at the time. Perhaps the highest success of ceny 
man| is something like thet: when « peak of accomplishment is reached it is not 
by luck, or by ability, but because of an indefinable something else which we mey 
call character. 





This is not an easy last thought to leave with you, but I em sure that, facing 
this modern world, you are stimulated by the prospect of the thrilling race before 
you, and will forge ahead with all possible energy and enthusiasm. In this ever 
recurring and ever new race which the successive generations of young men and 
women must run, you heve our best wishes and our confident faith that your accomr- 
plishment will be of the highest order.

To avoid experimentation with war-vital power systems, ten 
power companies are co-operating with Illinois Institute of Technology in purchas- 
ing Chicago's second A-C network calculator, it was announced today by Dr. J. &. 
Hobson, director of Illinois Tech's electrical engineering department. 

The calculator is an electrical network on which complex 
power systems can be set up in miniature. 

Benefits to the companies will be two-fold: first, the 
calculator will enable them to solve transmission and distribution problems without 
experimenting on actual power lines, and second, it will enable them to load their 
ovm systems to the maximum to supply wartime needs. 

The calculating board's precise engineering will also mini- 
mize spending of time, money and materials by the power companies. Commonwealth 
Edison Company, owmer of Chicago's first such instrument, saved an expenditure of 
eight times the cost of the board the first time it was used. 

The calculator, which is valued at $80,000, will be located 
at Illinois Tech and used by the power companies on a co-operative basis. A cen- 


tral station engineer will be employed by Illinois Tech to operate the board.

And the setting in which they are 
studying is a far ery from the 19th century kitétien with its iron 
kettles and kindling stove. With the extensive remodeling of one of 
its foods laboratories recently, Illinois Tech now has three completely 
modern home economics workshops-~-two for foodasétudies and one for 
elothing. 

! Current pride of both professors and 
students on the west campus is the newly remodeled foods laboratory. Buikt 
on a “unit plan," this culinary workshop is virtually four modern kit- 
chans in one, the units being individually equipped and decorated in 
colitrasting color schemes. 
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FIRST ADD HOME LCONOMICS 

Whether they marry millionaires or the 
poss next door, the girls working in this foods leboratory will know 
how to handle their kitchens. Bach unit in Illinois Tech's new "four- 
ih-one" kitchen is eouipped with furnishines of different price levels, 
Pur pose of this uniaue workshop is to give the students training with 
utensils, stoves, refrigerators, cabincts and tables representative of 
the nation's different income brackets. 

Two electric and two gas ranges, tosether 
with one gas and one electric refrigerator, are the basis of mechanical 
equipment. The cabinets and tables are laid in linoleum, poncelain,ena- 
mel or maple, appending on the income brecket they represent. And the 
dishes, “pots and pans" are lixewise representative of varying bydgets,. 

"Learning to plan meals in these differeng. 
units is quite a practical experience," Urmila Smok, 2700 West 24th Place, 
who is treasurer of Illinois Tech's Home Seonomics Club, has commented. 
"And it's fun, too. You can pretend you're in the kitchen of almost ay 
kind of a home you'd want=-~from a tiny cottage to a house with a dozen 
rooms," 

Menu planning and food preparation is 
studied on a gradual basis, with meals ranging from a low-cost bredk®ast 
to a full formal dinner, according to Do. Ruth Cowan Clouse, director of 
the home economies departient.and former cheirman of the Chicazo Nutrition 
Committed, "We started out wilh a breukfast of orange juice, cereal and 
milK," ‘ore student recalls. "But we siied up by fixing the biggest break- 
fast I've ever eaten in my lifes”

"I think every girl should 
think seriously about studying home econvsmics---and especially if she 
plans to make cooking three meals a day her career." 

This west campus department, however, is 
by no means confined to the three laboratories, it also includes a large 
art studio for studies in design and interior decorating, a room for 
animal feeding experiments and other work in dieteties, and two offices.

As Chicago is still a critical labor area, Illinois 
Institute of Technology war trainirig officials have decided to offer white 
collar men another chance to train for war jobs. They pian to repeat Illinois 
Tech's free war training course in "industrial engineering." 

sort of an "industrial officers! training school," the 
course, like the military 0.C.S., adapts men's peace-time talents for positions 
of leadership in war. Wer industries have grabbed up 728 white collar men who 
have already taken the training. 

The new course begins next Monday (July 17) and lasts 
for 16 weeks. Classes meet five nights a week. 

Success stories already written by alumni of the course 
include: a real estate salesman who is now production manager of an aluminum 
rolling plant; a music teacher, formerly earning $35 a week who is a cost 
analyst at $107 a week with an automobile industry making airplane and landing 
Craft engines; and a truck salesman who was commissioned a major by the Sixth 

Service Command to head its transportation division.

A total of 3922 persons are now studying at Illinois Institute 
of Technology, it was revealed today by Registrar W. & Kelly. Final enrollment 
statistics have now been completed for Illinois Tech's new "fall" term, now in 
its third week. 

Regular day college enrollment has dropped 32 percent, as com- 
pared with the spring term just completed. This reflects the extensive reduction 
in deferments for engineering study caused by recent selective service regulations. 

A total of 1751 persons are attending regular college classes at 
the Institute. This includes 692 Navy V-12 men who, along with 598 civiliens, are 
enrolied in regular college day classes. Four hundred and sixty-one students are 
attending evening college classes. 

Of this group, 1525 are enrolled in the engineering college, 
while 226 are studying arts and sciences. 

Most impressive group of students at Illinois Tech, in point of 
size, is the 2061 persons studying in the Institute's Engineering, Science and 
Management War Training program. A total of 1646 men and women are taking short, 
intensive evening war training courses. Studying in other full~time and part—time 
war training courses are 415 persons, including 389 enrolled for special "in plant" 
courses. In addition, 110 women, all civilian employees of the U. S. signal corps 
inspection agency, are enrolled in full-time radio courses which will qualify them 
as supervisors of equipment inspection at signal corps depots.

Middle Zastern camps sheltering refugees from Nazi-invaded 
homelands will be the next destination of the new magnetic wire recorder 
developed by the Armour Research Foundation, it was revealed today by 
Harold Vagtborg, director of the Foundation. 

The wire recorder, which has already recorded the invasion 
of France, lendings at Bougainville and action at Saipan, will be used in 
the Middle East under the direction of the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration. 

The camps at which the wire recorder will be used are now 
sheltering more than 35,000 Yugoslavs and Greeks escaped from Nazi-captured 
homelands. Organized under the auspices cof the British government, the camps 
were turned over to the administration of the UNRRA on May 1. 

The wire recorder---a small, compact machine which records 
sound magnetically on steel wire finer than the humsn hair--~will be em- 
ployed to promote health and hygiene programs in the refugee camps. In 
addition, through interviews with prominent government and military figures 
of allied nations, the machine is expected to increase friendly relations 
emong the refugees. 
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Providing sound accompaniment to films depicting conditions 
and activities in the refugee camps will be another duty of the wire recorder. 
These films will soon be made by camera crews of the British Ministry of 
Information. Later, upon the liberation of the Balkan nations, the recorder 
will be used to spread information and instructions among the liberated 
peoples. 

The wire recorder will be taken to the Middle East by 
Louis P. Birk, director of public information for the UNRRA's Balkan mission. 
Birk has just returned to Washington, D. C., from Chicago after conferring 
with the machine's inventor , Marvin Camras, 1940 electrical engineering 
graduate of Illinois Institute of Technology and an associate physicist at 
the Foundation. 

The wire recorder, which is now being manufactured exclusively 
for the armed forces, will soon be loaned to other government-agencies. 
These will include the Foreigm Economic Administration, Department of 


Agriculture and Library of Congress.

Founded in 12936 "to render a research and 
experimental engineering service to industry," the Armour Nesearch 
Foundation has rapidly grown into one of the two largest organizations 
of its kind in the nation. In this time, it has completed more than 5000 
long and short term projects for nations, industrfes, trade associations, 
and individuals and has served these sponsors on an extremely wide 


scale on continuing research and on specific projects in many different 
-mMore- 
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fields, 5 armour Research Foundation's efforts are devoted entirely 


to technological research and development. 

A part of Illinois Tee's "Technology Center," 
the 4rmour Researeh Foundation has at its command the mast aodern and 
up-to-date facilities in the way of personnel and equipment. On its staff, 
as well as those of the other institutions at "Technology Genter," are 
Many outstanding figures in engineering and scientific research. 

Illinois Institute of Technology has « more 


than 93,000,000 postewar building program for "Technology Center," already 


active with the construction of two buildings for the Research Foundation, 


and this presages an even greater future for this center of selentiCie 


research, The Lithographic Foundation work will be an important part of 


this work. 

Meanwhile, the Lithographic Foindation will 
continue many sp eclalized researeh projects in the Devartment of Litho- 
graphie esearch at the University of Gineinnati, where Dr. eed has 
guided the research program since the Foundation was organized in 1955. 
Messrs, Yadewitz and Griswold point out that many of the projects which 
are now under way can best be handled and completed at that point. 

The Lithogrs phic Foundation will also continue

These steps are being taken in connection with 
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the fast-moving plan of expansion and revitelization of the Lithographic

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Eta Kappa Nu's selection as the “outstanding 
young electrical engineer of 1940," former director of the largest signal 
corps training program in the Sixth Service Command, one of the youngest 
college department heads in the nation----this is Dr. Jesse &, Hobson, 
33-year-old director of Illinois Institute of Technology's electrical 
engineering department. 

Outstanding among his contributions to Illi- 
nois Tech---and the field of electrical engineering---has been his direc- 
tion of the Institute's signal corps training program. 

Under his supervision, a total of 4516 men 
completed pre-radar and code train ng at Illinois Tech in what signal 
corps officials termed the largest program in the Sixth Service Command, 
This program ended in August, 1943, after 15 months of operation, 

Dr. Hobson now heads a unique new program being 
conducted by Illinois Tech for the United States signal corps inspection 
agenoy.e One hundred and ten women, all civilian employees of the inspec- 
tion agency, are studying radio in full-time, six months' courses at 


the Institute. This program is one of two of its kind in the nation, Illi- 
-more-

nois Tech and Temple University in Philadelphia being the only schools 
sélected to give such training. 

And as a further contribution to signal corps 
training, Dr. Hobson has supervised the designing of more than $150,000 
worth of radio and electrical laboratory equipment for use in Illinois 
Tech's signal corps program. This equipment was designed and largely 
constructed by Illinois Tech's own engineers as much of the apparatus was 
too new in prineiple to be manufactured by electrical companies. 

In addition to his work as director of both 
electrical engineering and signal corps training at Illino&s Tech, Dr. 
Hobson has organized two new college graduate training programs for 
industry. These programs, in which industrial employees work toward 
advanced college degrees in their own plants, have been arranged for 
Commonwealth ddison and Allis~-Chalmers Companies, 

| For all this work in the field of engineering 
education, Dr. Hobson has both sound educational and practical baekgrounds. 

He received his initial ele ctrieal engineering 7 
training at Purdue University, where he earned both his bachelor's and 
master's degrees. From California Institute of Technology he received 
a Ph. Ds, magna cum laude. 

Joining Illinois Tech's facubty in 1936, Dr. 
Hobson later left the college for four years to gain experience in —

honorary electrical engineering fraternity, named him as 1940's outstan- 
ding young electrical engineer.

Born on a farm in Indiana, Dr. Hobson naturally 
developed an early interest in "growing things."

It was while at Purdue that his interests ex- 
tended to music and journalism, He played violin in the university 
symphony and edited the monthk® Purdue Engineer. And while he now con- 
fines his musical activity to collecting records, he still finds time for 
writing, Co-author of the book, "Power Transmission," he h#@ written 
or collaborated in at least twenty technical papers.

Thirty-five courses in radio and electrical engineering, 
ranging from beginning radio to post-graduate courses in electronics, will be 
offered at Illinois Institute of Technology this fall, when the 12th evening war 
training program opens at Illinois Tech. 

The tuition-free courses cover eight fields : engineering 
mathematics, radio engineering, ultra high frequency, engineering electronics, 
telephony, electrical engineering power, power systems engineering, and illumi- 
nation engineering. 

Registration for all but the illumination courses will be held 
each weekday evening from Tuesday, Sept. 5, through Friday, Sept. 15, on Iilinois 
Tech's west caNpus , 1951 West Madison, and its south campus, 3300 South Federal. 
Persons may enroll for the illumination courses at the Chicago Lighting Institute, 
72 West Adams, on Sept. 6, 8 and ll. Classes begin Sept. 18. 

Most of the classes meet twice each week. Duration of the 
courses is 15 weeks. 

Most of the radio and electrical engineering classes will 
meet on Illinois Tech's west campus.

Being constructed and equipped at an approxivate 
cost of $10,000, the new laboratory bridges the spuee between the two 
present buildings of the @as Institute, making one unit of the eatire 
Institute. The new building is one story high and of brick structure. 

Its 1800 square feet of space will accommodate 20 research workers. 

For the duration, the Gas Institute is devoting 
its activities exclusively to research. A change in selective service regu-
